Amnesty program could spark rush to border by Mexican migrants

Reynosa, Mexico (AP) - 
Many in Mexico believe the am- 
nesty proposal being considered 
by President Bush to bring order 
to the border could do just the op- 


posite - lure a rush of illegal mi- 
grants north in hopes of winning 
U.S. residency. 

While experts along the 
2,100-mile U.S.-Mexico boundary 
hope for a permanent reprieve for 
Mexicans living illegally in the 
United States, they say Bush's pro- 
posal will not stop the flow of bor- 
der jumpers - and could encour- 
age many more to risk the cross- 
ing to try to qualify for amnesty. 

Experts believe the proposal 
should be tied to an overall plan 
to deal with migration. 

“It's positive for the people 
living in the United States with- 
out papers who have had no guar- 
antees, no recognition of their 
said Arturo Solis of the 
nonprofit independent Center for 
Border Studies and Human Rights 
in Reynosa. “But it's not a solu- 
tion. It's a painkiller. It could pro- 
voke more people to migrate.

There will be more deaths if we 
don't combat the causes.” 

During a U.S. visit, Mexican 
President Vicente Fox told the 
National Council of La Raza meet- 
ing in Milwaukee on Tuesday that 
he wants “to lend greater security 
and orderliness to the migrant 
flows between Mexico and the 
United States.” 

Sitting at a church shelter in 
the steamy city of Reynosa after 
being deported from Texas twice 
in a few days, a haggard 19-year- 
old Lazaro Pena said he was broke 
and ready to call it quits for this 
year - until he heard about the pos- 
sible amnesty program. 

Pena and his 17-year-old 
brother plan to return to their 
hometown of Tres Valles in south- 
eastern Veracruz state. But they 
will come back immediately if the 
United States approves the plan to 
grant Mexicans legal status. 


Park rangers find 15 mutilated sea lions on Galapagos Islands 


Quito, (EFE).- Officials at 
Ecuador's Galapagos National 
Park said Wednesday that 15 mu- 
tilated and bludgeoned adult sea 
lions had been found on the island 
of San Cristobal. 

The sea lions - seven males 
and four females - had been sav- 
agely beaten on the head, and the 
attackers had removed the geni- 
tals from the bulls and the tusks 
from the cows, acting park direc- 
tor Washington Tapia told EFE. 

Tapia said park officials re- 
ceived an anonymous tip last Sun- 
day alleging that some 25 sea li- 
ons had been killed, but rangers

Congreso Federal 
ratifica la Ley 
Indigena y la 
envia al Ejecutivo 


México, (EFE).- El Congreso 
de México ratificó el miércoles la 
ley de Derechos y Cultura Indí- 
gena rechazada por la guerrilla 
zapatista y decidió enviarla al 
Ejecutivo para su promulgación. 

Tras un intenso debate, la Co- 
misión Permanente del Congreso 
realizó el recuento de los votos de 
los parlamentos estatales sobre la 
ley. indígena y la ratificó. 

En abril pasado, el Congreso 
federal aprobó una ley indígena 
que no se ajustaba al proyecto ela- 
borado'en 1996 por la Comisión 
parlamentaria de Concordia y Pa- 
cificación (Cocopa), que era rei- 
vindicado por el Ejército Zapatista 
de Liberación Nacional (EZLN) y 
las organizaciones indias. 

En protesta por la aprobación 
de esta ley, que fue sometida a 
consideración de los congresos de 
los 31 estados mexicanos y rati- 
ficada por la mayoría de ellos, la 
guerrilla zapatista rompió los 
contactos con el Gobierno. 

La Comisión Permanente del 
Congreso, por 26 votos a favor, 6 
en contra y 2 abstenciones, decidió 
hoy que, con la ratificación de las 
legislaturas estatales, el texto está 
listo para ser promulgado por el 
presidente de, México, Vicente 
Fox. 

Los legisladores del 1zquiér- 
dista Partido de la Revolución 
Democrática (PRD) calificaron de 
"vergonzosa" la sesión porque el 


debate sobre la ley indígena no: 


estaba en el orden del día. 

"Se pretende meter de contra- 
bando y este es un tema muy del1- 
cado", manifestó el coordinador 
del PRD en la Cámara de Dipu- 
tados, Martí Batres. 

Por su parte, el líder del con- 
servador Partido Acción Nacional 
(PAN) en el Senado, Diego Fer- 
nández de Cevallos, dijo que "no 
se distingue entre debatir y batir y 
esto es malo en un Parlamento, 
pues cuando se lleva la discusión, 
el alegato y la majadería, no se está 
debatiendo, se bate y eso general- 
mente puede ser una porquería”. 

La mayoría de los legisladores 
del PAN y del Partido Revolucio- 
nario Institucional (PRI) votaron 
a favor de la ley, mientras que los 
perredistas lo hicieron en contra.

Japan grants citizenship to ex-Peruvian- 
President Fujimori’s brother in-law

Tokyo (AP) - The Japanese 
government has granted citizen- 
ship to former Peruvian President 
Alberto Fujimoni's brother-in-law 
- a former ambassador to Tokyo - 


y who is suspected by Lima pros- 


ecutors of involvement in an ille- 
gal transfer of millions of dollars. 

Japan on Tuesday naturalized 
Victor Aritomi, a spokesman at 
Japan's Ministry of Justice said on 
condition of anonymity. The gov- 
ernment had already announced in 
December that Fujimori held Japa- 


nese citizenship. 

Aritomi served as Peru's am- 
bassador to Japan under Fujimori. 
Aritomi formerly held citizenship 
in Japan but canceled it about 10 
years ago to become Peru's envoy 
to Tokyo. 

Peruvian prosecutors suspect 
Aritomi was involved in the ille- 
gal transfer of public funds when 
Fujimori allegedly sent 15 dollars 
million to former spy chief Vla- 
dimiro Montesinos late last year 
as an incentive for Montesinos to 


leave his post.

Phe embatiled center recently 
won preeedent-setting lawsuit 
agamnst the city, which in effect 
conspired in 1997 to defund it 
amid a vicious homophobic me- 
dia campuren that reduced the 
work of Esperanza to that of “pro- 
moune the homosexual agenda.” 

Now thatits time to remedy 
the situation, the city has mex- 
plicably gone into delay mode. 
Federal judge Orlando Garcia 
ruled in May that the city had 
defunded the center due to dis- 
ermmination and had done so in 


violation of the burst Amendment, 


peatedly made known that free- 
dom of expression is much more 
important to them than the five 
years’ worth of funding that is due 
them. As part of its legal strategy, 
the center decided to forgo puni- 
tive damages in exchange for a 
consent decree ensuring that the 
city agrees to abide by nondis- 
criminatory arts funding guide- 
lines. Despite this, negotiations 
are stalled in these dog days of 
summer — or “la canicula” as 
these days are called in South 
Texas, 

The overwhelming support 
of Esperanza beams forth in or- 
ange and yellow “Todos Somos 
Esperanza” signs scattered 
throughout the city. Even more 
impressive 18 witnessing demo- 
cracy in action. For example, the 
city made its decision behind 
closed doors whereas Esperanza’s 
decisions are collective and made 
by center supporters, rather than 
by the staff or its attorneys. 

Graciela Sanchez, executive 
director of Esperanza, said that 
since 1997 the decisions about 
how to proceed have been made 
by hundreds of center supporters 
“It's been people gathered around 
this circle. They’ ve made the de- 
cisions and we've moved them 
forward.” 

That's an amazing commen- 
tary about the trust the center 
places in its supporters a trust 
seldom exhibited anywhere to- 
day. This is what distinguishes 
Esperanza, a center that struggles 
for human rights whether in 
supporting Zapatistas and indige- 
nous rights in Mexico, or in strug- 
pling to preserve the voice and

Mi papá me dijo: 
No los llames 

ni ilegales, 

ni indocumentados, 
ni amnistiados, 

ni paisanos, 

ni irregulares, 

ni "espaldas mojadas", 
ni inmigrantes clandestinos, 
ni trabajadores temporales. 
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Por eso prefiero 
llamarlos simplemente: 


El humo de segunda mano, 
el gran depredador de la 
salud de miles de personas

Es posible que al momento de 
estar leyendo esta columna uno de 
sus reflejos involuntarios será 
encender un cigarrillo. Sin em- 
bargo, antes de hacerlo le invito a 
detenerse por al menos unos se- 
gundos, voltear a su alrededor pa- 
ra ver cuántos fumadores pasivos 
(personas que inhalaran el humo 
de su cigarro y el que usted ex- 
hale) le rodean, y darse cuenta que 
esa gente será quien sufra el im- 
pacto más negativo en materia de 
salud debido a los nocivos efectos 
de un gran depredador ambiental 
llamado "Humo de Segunda 
Mano”. 

Según el Centro para el Con- 
trol de las Enfermedades (CDC), 
a este agente químico que causa 
irritación en nariz, garganta, OJOS 
y pulmones, recibe su nombre de 
la traducción del inglés "Second- 
hand Smoke”, y se le atribuye la 
causa de la muerte por cáncer de 
pulmón de al menos 3,000 perso- 
nas anualmente en este país, su- 
perando en el 300 por ciento a to- 
dos los demás contaminantes del 
aire juntos. 

Sin embargo, como indica el 
oncólogo Elmer Huerta "al hablar 
del humo de segunda mano, los 
hispanos no sólo deberíamos pen- 
sar en el cáncer ya que ese humo 
extremadamente tóxico es un 
fuerte desencadenante de diversas 
enfermedades respiratorias” 

Una de esas lamentables en- 
fermedades es el asma, un mal 
crónico que afecta al aparato res- 
piratorio y requiere atención para 
toda la vida. Se caracteriza por la 
imflamación de los bronquios que 
llevan el aire a los pulmones, y 
debido a la irritación que produce 
ciertos estímulos incluyendo el 
humo hace que los conductos sean 
más sensibles y respondan con 
una contracción provocando un 
mayor estrechamiento. Este blo- 
queo del paso del arre que puede 
ser más o menos importante de- 
pendiendo el paciente, hace que 
la persona con asma padezca de 
falta de aire al respirar, tos, y sen- 
sación de presión en el pecho, 
entre otros síntomas. 

"En principio una de las gran- 
des víctimas del humo de segunda 
mano es la población infantil 
hispana, que año tras año empeora 
las condiciones físicas de miles de 
niños que sufren de asma, y obliga 
la hospitalización anual de entre 
7,000 y 15,000 menores de 18 me- 
ses por infecciones de bronquitis 
y neumonía, eventuales desenca- 
denantes del asma", acotó el Dr. 
Huerta. 

"Existen pruebas de que el 
humo del cigarrillo, que está com- 
puesto por unos 4,000 agentes 
químicos, es un oneroso agente 
sensibilizante de los pulmones. Al 
ser inhalado por los niños de pa- 
dres que fuman en el auto o en la 
casa, el humo desencadena en el 
aparato respiratorio del menor la 
irritación y por ende el aumento 
de molestas flemas en los pul- 
mones que deberán ser tratadas 
por un médico”, destacó. 

"En el'caso de los adultos que 
trabajan donde el humo es parte 
del medio ambiente -restaurantes 
o bares-, visitan con mayor fre- 


cuencia los hospitales por casos 
de malestares de asma y bron- 
quitis que quienes laboran en lu- 
gares donde se prohíbe fumar”, 
indicó el oncólogo de origen co- 
lombrano. 

Para el neumólogo Leopoldo 
Sánchez Agudo, "por muchos 
anos el hispano ha menospreciado 
pensar que las personas contrarias 
al uso del tabaco son vulnerables 
a los males que causa el humo. 
Hoy dia, a la entrada del siglo 
XXI. no hay ninguna duda de que 
todo el análisis científico que se 
ha hecho con suficiente base va 
en la línea o avala el concepto de 
que fumar el humo de segunda 
mano, es decir, una persona no 
fumadora que respira el ambiente 
de un fumador puede también 
producir enfermedad”. 


La base de esta falta de ob- 


jetividad es quizás muy funda- 


mental y es que el humo de se- 
gunda mano tiene ciertos compo- 
nentes que están en mayor con- 
centración y sus partículas son de 
menor tamaño. Son dos circuns- 
tancias que permiten que llegue 
más profundamente al aparato 
respiratorio y que se absorba con 
mayor facilidad en la sangre, y 
luego st además son más tóxicas 
porque están en mayor concen- 
tración, pues aún con menor 
cantidad se puede producir mayor 
dano”. explicó. 

Paralelamente al agrava- 
miento de los casos de asma y 
bronquitis entre nuestra pobla- 
ción, cifras proporcionadas por la 
Universidad de Michigan indican 
que el fumar es causante del 87 
por ciento de las muertes por cán- 
cer en los pulmones en Estados 
Unidos. 

El estudio, avalado por el 
CDC en 1999, establece que las 
muertes por cáncer del pulmón 
relacionadas al tabaco son tres 
veces más comunes entre la po- 
blación masculina en proporción 
de 23 por cada 100,000 hombres, 
y 7 por cada 100,000 mujeres. 

La tasa de muertes de cáncer 
del pulmón por cada 100,000 ha- 
bitantes hispanos fueron mayores 
entre los hombres de ascendencia 
cubana 3.3 por ciento. Seguido 
por los puertorriqueños 2.8 por 
ciento y los hombres mexicanos 
2.1 por ciento. 

Ahora, al tiempo en el que 
usted comience a disfrutar el pla- 
cer de las bocanadas de humo de 
su cigarrillo ya sabe los efectos 
que provocará en su entorno el 
humo de segunda mano. Entre el 
grupo que le rodea podría estar 
alguno de sus hijos u otro ser que- 
rido que no merece convertirse en 
fumador pasivo. 

Al mismo tiempo valdría des- 
tacar que existen varios métodos 
para dejar de fumar, al igual que 
para hacer valer su derecho de 
respirar aire libre del humo de se- 
gunda mano. En la Red Hispana 
estamos abocados a que usted 
conozca esos y otros tantos be- 
neficios en materia de salud dis- 
ponibles.

Checkpoint, game, set, match 
a short walk mixed with a long 


history makes a bitter brew 


Editor’s note: “Checkpoint” 
sounds like a simple and straight- 
forward mix of two simple words, 
but for Palestinians who are 
forced to spend hours making a 
trip that should take 20 minutes, 
each day as heavily armed sol- 
diers stand by — not checking 
anything — the checkpoint ts at 
Ónce a source of humiliation and 
the fuel for continued resistance.

» Jerusalem — Sometimes big 
political issues are most clearly 
seen through the lens of ordinary, 
everyday events. 

On a recent afternoon, I was 
coming here from Ramallah in 
Palestine. This meant I had to 
cross the bridge over the Jordan 
River, via Israeli-occupied Arab 
East Jerusalem. 

As we neared the small air- 
port at Qalandiya, north of Jerusa- 
lem, we ran into a massive traffic 


jam, caused by one of the new 


checkpoints on the main road bet- 
ween Jerusalem and Ramallah. 

The Israeli army simply 
placed several large concrete 
blocks in the middle of the road, 
forcing cars to slow down and 
wind their way through. 

Heavy traffic in both direc- 
tions immediately caused mas- 
sive gridlock, stopping all move- 
ment in for more than half a mile 
each way. 

The Israch soldiers were not 
checking for security or anything 
else; they just stood by and 
watched. 

Most of the Palestinians who 
pass this way simply wait in their 
cars until the traffic eases. This 
often means spending an hour or 
two fora 20-minute trip. 

Many people leave their cars 
and walk through the mess to the 
other side of the checkpoint, 
where they get into other cars, 
buses or taxis and continue. 

To reach the bridge before tt 


closed, I had to leave my taxi on 
the Ramallah side and walk for 
about 25 minutes in the hot early 
afternoon sun to the Jerusalem 
side, where I took another car to 
the bridge. 

Hundreds of Palestinians 
were making the same journey on 
foot, rather than wait an hour or 
two. 

The important thing is not 
that Palestinians are irritated and 
inconvenienced by such petty 
obstructions, but rather the poli- 
tical and emotional response 
aroused by that irritation, 

I felt it myself that day and 
on other recent occasions when | 
shared the daily inconveniences 
of Palestinians under occupation. 
The emotional-political sequence 
of events is as follows: 

When you first hit the mas- 
sive traffic jam, you feel angry 
because you will be delayed. 
Then you get slightly concerned 
because you might miss an ap- 
pointment or a deadline — in my 
case, the closing of the bridge 
across the Jordan River. 

A few moments later, you 
adjust to the reality of the situa- 
tion — you have no choice. I[s- 
raeli troops stand nearby with 
guns at the ready. You can either 
wait or walk the dusty streets in 
the hot sun, dragging your suit- 
case behind you. 

You feel dehumanized and 
degraded because your freedom 
as a human being, your right to 
move about in your own country, 
has been curtailed. You feel small, 
vulnerable. 

You start to walk, annoyed, 
maybe angry at the Israelis, but 
still focused largely on the mate- 
rial side of this encounter. But as 
you walk in almost total helpless- 
ness, you feel bitter outrage at 
Israel. 

Then, as you continue to 
walk and share the ordeal with 
hundreds or even thousands of 
other Palestinians also walking 
around the checkpoint traffic jam. 
your emotions and perceptions

Drug diversion — short changing 
voter-mandated plan may doom it to failure 


Editor’s note: Last Novem- 
ber 7, California voters approved 
the “Substance Abuse and Crime 
Prevention Act of 2000,” which 
requirés probation and drug treat- 
ment — not incarceration — “for 


those convicted of possession, 


use, transportation for personal 
use, or being under the influence 
of a controlled substance.” The 
act Went into effect on July 1, but 
a survey of California counties 
shows little concern with just 
where and how these people are 
to be treated. Lonny Shavelson, 
a Berkeley physician and jour- 
nalist, is the author of "Hooked:

San Francisco, CA — Start- 
ing July 1, California courts must 
direct those convicted of certain 
drug offenses to drug rehabilita- 
tion programs instead of jail. 

Counties have had seven 
months to prepare since the 
state's voters made this the law 
— as Proposition 36 — in last 
November’s election. But across 
the state, their efforts have more 
often concerned booking and ar- 
raignment than treatment. 

It’s time for our officials to 

- pay attention to the rehab system 
where the addicts are heading — 
not the court system where 
they're coming from. 

My own two-year long in- 
vestigation of that system shows 
that there is much to be worried 
about. 

If addicts are to stay free of 


drugs, they need help with more 
than drug issues alone. As Dr. 
Alan Marlatt, director of the Ad- 
dictive Behaviors Research Cen- 
ter at the University of Was- 
hington, says, ‘Putting people imo 
drug programs without dealigg 
with housing, education, job traife 
ing, health problems, family aid 
marital problems, and mental 
health issues, won't work any bet- 
ter than putting them in prison, 
where they didn't get those things 
either.” 

Yet in San Francisco, which 
is considered one of the better- 
prepared counties, there 1s no con- 
crete plan for crucial services to 
aid addicts in anything other than 
getting off drugs. 

Not one of the 200 or so ad- 
dicts I interviewed here could 
name his or her assigned case 
manager, and there is no plan on 
the table that would improve this. 

Other California cities and 
counties, financially strained even 
with additional Prop 36 funds, are 
not likely to do better. ; 

Los Angeles County Superior 
Court Judge Michael Tynan says 
that paying for comprehensive 
services for the 17,000 people pre- 
dicted to be eligible for the pro- 
gram would drive the county into 
debt. 7 

Consider, for example, meh- 
tal health needs. At least 50 per- 
cent of drug addicts have prob- 
lems with clinical depression, 
post-traumatic stress disorder (of- 
ten from childhood sex abuse), 
and other emotional illnesses. *

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Expectación de arribo de cheques 
de recorte de impuestos

Houston (Texas), (EFE).- La 
llegada por correo de los primeros 
cheques del programa de recorte 
de impuestos del presidente 
George W. Bush ha generado ex- 
pectación entre los contribu- 
yentes. 

A partir de la próxima semana 
y hasta septiembre el Servicio de 
Rentas Internas (IRS) distribuirá 
91 millones de cheques que re- 
presentan un adelanto de reem- 
bolso sobre los impuestos del año 
2001. 

Utilizando como referencia la 
declaración que hicieron los 
contribuyentes en el año 2000, el 
IRS reembolsará el cinco por 
ciento de los primeros 6,000 dó- 
lares de ingresos sujetos a im- 
puestos pará los que declararon de 
forma individual. 

Asimismo devolverá el cinco 
por ciento de los primeros 12,000 
dólares para las parejas que de- 
clararon juntas y el mismo por- 
centaje de los primeros 10,000 
dólares para los cabeza de familia. 

El tope que pueden recibir los 
contribuyentes en los cheques es 
de 300 dólares los que declararon 
individualmente, 600 los matri- 
montos y 500 dólares los cabeza 
de familia. 

Quienes tuvieron ingresos 
netos menores a las cantidades 
señaladas deben multiplicar dicha 
cantidad por 0,05 para conocer 
cuánto pueden esperar recibir en 
los cheques. 

El IRS ha envidado cartas a 
los contribuyentes explicando los 
detalles en cada caso. 

Estímulo al consumo 


El uso que den los contri- 
buyentes a ese dinero extra estará 
en la mira en los próximos meses, 
pues en las decisiones del con- 
sumidor está cifrada una buena 
parte de las expectativas de re- 
cuperación económica. 

Para el gobierno lo ideal sería 
que los contribuyentes destinaran 
el dinero al consumo inmediato 
para inyectarle a la economía los 
cerca de 40,000 millones de dó- 
lares que en total llegarán a manos 
de los consumidores a través de 
los cheques. 

El plan de recorte de 1m- 
puestos de Bush tiene el propósito 
de estimular la actividad de con- 
sumo poniendo más dinero en 
manos de los compradores.

The company said earlier this 
year it would lay off some 1,600 
employees. Today's announce- 
ment would bring the total staff 
reduction to 7,600. 

The layoffs announced 
Wednesday are expected to trans- 


late into an additional $310 mil- 
lion to $370 million in third-quar- 
ter pretax charges stemming fram 
restructuring costs and severance 
packages. 

The New York-based firm 
also said it was taking $826 mil- 
lion in extraordinary charges for 
the second quarter, primarily due 
to poor performing junk bonds 
and debt default.

start to change quickly. 

After ten minutes or so, you 
realize that the walk is not so bad. 
In fact, it is politically invigorat- 
ing. Your anger changes to a kind 
of proud defiance. You realize that 
the Israeli occupation has incon- 
venienced you — but more im- 
portant you sense that you have 
digested and discounted the Israeli 
tactic, and will continue to live in 
your own land. You feel strong 
solidarity with the other Palestin- 
1ans. 

Soon you come to see your 
walk as the victory march of a 
proud human being who has taken 
the occupier's every humiliation 
and continues to struggle for free- 
dom and dignity. 


The Israeli occupation troops 
nearby in their cement bunkers, 
surrounded by their guns and 
communications equipment, sud- 
denly seem sad, alien to the land- 
scape, fearful for their own lives, 
and very much aware of their vul- 
nerability. The Palestinians wait- 
ing for hours in their cars, or 
trudging through the streets and 
fields, seem oddly much more at 
ease, more willing to endure the 
petty hardships forced upon them. 

What happens at these daily 
encounters is a major driving 
force for the current intifada. Is- 
raelis would do well to delve into 
this matter more deeply, if they 
seek keys to unlocking the current 
cycle of violence.

Sanchez said that Esperanza

Drug diversion... 


.The standard “treatment” of 
such addicts is simple. Anyone 
appearing at a substance abuse 
treatment intake center with a 
“dual diagnosis” (substance 
abuse plus mental health disor- 
ders) is told to go to mental health 
services. 

“We can’t get you off drugs,” 
the intake counselors say, “until 
you get your mental health prob- 
lems under control.” 

At the mental health centers, 
they were told, “We can't deal 
with your mental health issues, 
until you're off drugs.” 

This will not change unless 
we train drug counselors and 
mental health workers to provide 
skilled care to people suffering 
from addictions and mental ill- 
nesses — and no such training is 
offered by Prop 36. 

Moreover, the majority of 
drug counselors now working in 
rehab programs lack significant 
experience and training, and there 
is no state licensing requirement. 
Most are ex-addicts whose pre- 
dominant method is to repeat for 
others what worked for them. 

The vast majority of these ex- 
addicts-now-counselors came up 
through a system based on hu- 
miliation and abuse to shame and 
punish addicts until they give up 
drugs. 

“Many techniques are used to 
break through an addict's armor 
of defenses, including some that 
embarrass,” says Dr. Brian 
Greenberg of Walden House, 
which treats 10,000 addicts annu- 
ally. But he readily agrees that 
such techniques can do more 
harm than good. 


unlawful arrogance by city’s high- 
est government body should raise 
serious concerns.” 

At the meeting, Bernard 
Sanchez echoed the frustration of 
winning in the courtroom, yet 
having justice denied: “How is it 
that elected officials can get away 
with breaking the law?”

“Some who have serious 
mental illnesses are as fragile as 
eggs, and may emotionally 
crack,” he says. “These indivi- 
duals should never be engaged in 
a way that embarrasses or humili- 
ates.” 

Yet these are the predominant 
therapeutic techniques, and coun- 
selors have virtually no education 
in distinguishing who might crack 
from an in-your-face boot camp 
approach. E 

“Moving drug rehab pro- 
grams from addiction into men- 
tal health issues has created a lot 
of anxiety for the counseling 
staff” says Dave Seymour, a li- 
censed therapist who worked at 
Walden House. “They're not 
ready for it, and they're not 
trained for it.” 

Is Prop 36 doomed to fail? 
Not necessarily. 

Proper drug treatment is 
highly effective in getting addicts 
off drugs, or substantially reduc- 
ing drug use — and even more 
effective at decreasing the rate of 
robberies and mayhem attri- 
butable to drugs. 

Californians have to realize 
that they must augment Prop. 36 
with resources for counselor 
training, mental health and case 
management In the end, this will 
save the state money — money 
now spent on robbery, child 
abuse, foster care, HIV disease, 
and more. 

Only if we succeed in chang- 
ing the programs can we achieve 
what the voters demanded at the 
polls last November: that we re- 
habilitate addicts and help them 
stay drug free.

of opportunity, just like we 
would,” said Pena, resting next to 
his black “USA” duffel bag con- 
taining a blanket, sweater, tooth- 
brush and toothpaste. He hoisted 
the bag over his head as he waded 
across the Rio Grande before get- 
ting caught. 

Many of the more than two 
dozen men at the shelter had heard 
about Bush's proposal on the 
evening news. However, there of- 
ten has been confusion about past 
amnesty programs, with migrants 
who wouldn't qualify still trying 
to make the trip, unaware they 
would have to remain illegal once 
they arrive. 

Past amnesty programs, like 
one that granted temporary visas 
to Hondurans and Nicaraguans 
after Hurricane Mitch in 1998, 
have dramatically increased the 
number of immigration arrests 


along Mexico's borders. 

After the Central American 
amnesty program was announced, 
agents in McAllen, Texas. de- 
tained twice the number of non- 
Mexican migrants, nearly all Cen- 
tral Americans. 

During his appearance in Mil- 
waukee, Fox outlined several 
points for a potential Mexican- 
American agreement that would 
go farther than just granting legal 
status to illegal immigrants. 

In addition, it would: 

-Expand the number of U.S. 
visas given to people on the basis 
of family ties. 

-Give Mexican workers ex- 
panded opportunities to obtain 
work visas, so they can enter the 
United States safely and legally. 

-Allow Mexican workers, re- 
gardless of legal status, access to 
drivers licenses and university 


education. 

-Fuel economic growth in 
Mexico, thereby reducing the 
number of people who feel com- 
pelled to cross the border. 

Humberto Palomares, a re- 
gional development expert in 
Nuevo Laredo, said migration 
must be viewed as an economic 
issue to be resolved bilaterally. 

If not, he warns “politicians 
20 years from now will be imple- 
menting more anti-immigration 
laws, we'll be seeing more cruel 
deaths and - more (amnesty) pro- 
grams.” 

Since he was 14, Pena has 
been migrating almost yearly to 
New York to join his father, who 
is afraid to return to Mexico for 
fear he will not be able to return 
to the United States.

Nuevo libro destaca influencia de Juanes, Sanz lead list of

Washington, (EFE).- El
